Mr. Graham was very popular in 
Bryan and the news of his death 
after it reached the city traveled 
fast and many were the words of 
commendation and regret heard from 
those who knew him. 
The fact that he was killed in un 
accident after peace had been practi­ 
cally obtained seems to 
make 
it 
doubly regretable. 
No particulars as to how the ac­ 
cident occurred has reached his rela­ 
tives in the city, except that his air­ 
plane fell with him and he was killed. 
Mr. Graham was known as a fear­ 
less and intrepered flyer, and only 
about three months ago he had an ac­ 
cident in which he and his machine 
fell and both sustained serious in­ 
juries. 
This fall, however, did not 
seem to daunt Mr. Graham’s courage 
and enthusiasm for flying and as soon 
as he was able he resumed his place 
in the aero service. 
Earl Graham was boro and reared 
in ‘Bryan and was about 24 years of 
age. He was a graduate 
of 
Allen 
Academy and the A. and M. College. 
At the time of his enlistment about 
12 months ago he was connected w'ith 
the state agricultural department un­ 
do] Fred W. Davis. 
After enlistment he was sent to 
Austin for ground training and then 
sent to France for final instruction, 
and while in France Was commission­ 
ed a First Lieutenant. 
He w’as knowm as a clean and man­ 
ly young fellow’ with a bright future 
before him and his untimely and trag ­ 
ic end is morned by hundreds of the 
best people in Bryan. 


Buenos Aires, Nov. I.— (Correspon 
denee by the Associated Press) Argen­ 
tina has taken the lead in an effort to 
persuade the South American repub­ 
lics to tear down their tariff walls 
and open themselves to free trade 
among themselves, arguing that such 
action would make them commercially 
independent of 
other 
countries 
in 
Europe and North America.

step has been taken in spite of the 
fact that until now the Argentine’s 
principal source of revenue has been 
its customs houses. 
To show its sincerity, the Argentine 
government has introduced a bill in 
congress providing for opening

of treaties providing for the free ex­ 
change of the products of each coun­ 
try concerned. 
If the desire of Argentina is to re­ 
move the fiscal barriers which in the 
past have estrange*! the nations of 
South America and restricted com­ 
merce between them, making them 
dependent on overseas nations. 
A year’s trial of free trade with 
Peru has led Argentina to seek simi­ 
lar arrangem ents with other repub­ 
lics. 
The Peruvian legation in Bue­ 
nos Ay*es and the Argentine consu­ 
late in Lama have acted as commercial 
agents for their respective countries 
with the result that today there is a J 
regular trade of wheat, flour, and j 
cereals to Peru in exchange for cotton, 
and sugar from Peru.

One of the prominent citizens of 
Brazos county and a man v\ bo has 
been here a long time made the ie 
m ark yesterday that he had reached 
the conclusion that it was good busi­ 
ness policy to do everything that he 
could to raise the grade of livestock 
in Brazos county. 
This gentleman is recognized as one 
of the most successful financiers of 
the county and is not in the habit ol 
making assertions that he does not 
propose to keep. 
Because that which this gentleman 
now proposes to do has not been done 
sooner has cost the people oi Brazos 
county millions of dollars. 
Texas has the reputation of hav­ 
ing more livestock and “sorrier” live­ 
stock than 
any 
other 
state in the 
union. This is a reputation in which 
no man who loves the grand old state 
can take pride.

their ways, with their eyes closed 
to the great opportunity that is of' 
fered them in this section. 
Regardless of the satisfaction that 
one has from knowing they are rais­ 
ing stock that are in keeping with 
the times the added profit should be 
a strong incentive to any stock raiser 
or to any community to get rid of 
their scrub stock and raise blooded 
animals. 
For many years the farm ers living 
on the poor sandy flats of Wisconsin 
made a bare subsistence. These farm ­ 
ers took up dairying, secured the best 
dairy cows that they could buy and 
today those same farm ers, who only 
a few years ago were struggling to 
make a bare living, ar** well-to-do men 
of affairs, have good homes, money 
in the banks and are living in a man­ 
ner they never even dreamed possible 
in the old days. 
A few years ago one of tht far­ 
sighted bankers at Kingsville offer­ 
ed to finance a certain number of 
farm ers in stocking their farm s with 
fine dairy cow." and 
thoroughbred 
hogs. That venture proved most suc­ 
cessful and the Kingsville community 
is one of the most up-to-date, pros­ 
perous communities in the state. 
Three years ago the chamber of 
commerce of Houston arranged for a 
fund of $100,000 to Im* loaned to farm ­ 
ers to buy fine stock and establish 
an agricultural 
department 
of the 
the chamber of commerce. 
In three years’ time that investment 
of $100,000 has reached over $500,000 
and the agricultural department of 
the chamber is one of the most import­ 
ant departments of the organization. 
Communities that before they put 
in fine stock were poverty stricken 
failures have been changed into pros­ 
perous, happy contented settlements. 
One special instance is that of the Al­ 
dine settlement. 
The people at Al­ 
dine had been trying to 
live 
from 
crops alone and had failed. 
A num­ 
ber in this community were induced 
to buy 
cows 
and 
hogs—thorough­ 
breds—and today Aldine is a remark­ 
ably prosperous, enterprising settle­ 
ment. 
And every man in the com­ 
m unity unhesitatingly attributes the 
improved cond ii ion to the attention ti 
community has given to 
fine 
in the last few years. 
Let Brazos county get rid of her 
razor-backs, her broom-tails and her 
longhorns and stock up on thorough­ 
breds. 
It will pay.

Milk is selling in Bryan a t 20 cents 
a q u art. G rass is green and succulent 
in Brazos county on this the twenty- 
first day of November. 
Cows are 
roam ing The fields without thought 
of shelter, fat, sleek and contented, 
yet there is a scarcity of milk and 
what there is to be had is high in 
price and hard to get. 
Texas has more cattle than any 
state in the union. 
Texas has more 
grass than any state in the 
union. 
Texas raises or could raise, enough 
feed to supply ten states the size of 
this, yet Texas has less milk 
and 
dairy interests than any state in the 
union that claims to be a first rate 
fTate. 
In Houston, in Dallas and in Waco, 
they hold public meetings for the 
purpose of devising some manner of 
relieving the shortage in milk. San 
Antonio ships cream from Phoenix, 
Arizona, to help out its meagre sup­ 
ply. 
Why is this?

food 
products ? 
There is money in the dairy busi­ 
ness—good money 
when 
properly 
managed. This has been proven time 
and again. 
Every state and every 
community that has taken up dairy­ 
ing has grown rich and prosperous. 
Why should Brazos county with all 
its advantages, with its fertile soil, 
with its genial climate, with its in­ 
telligent citizens lag behind in this 
respect. Why neglect a business that 
pays good dividends and is needed for 
the comfort and pleasure of all the 
citizens of the county?

Brazos county farm ers receiving a 
monthly creamery check of $75 or 
$100? 
They are doing it in other 
places not

THE RAILROAD QUESTION. 
What will Be the future status of 
the railroads? 
The resignation of 
William G. McAdoo as director gen­ 
eral has concentrated the public’s a t­ 
tention on this question. 
While the country was engrossed in 
war m atters the question of what w’ill 
be done with the railroads of the 
nation after peace has been finally 
affected has lain dormant. 
It is conceded that McAdoo’s ad­ 
ministration of the 
railroads 
were 
as much as could be expected and 
that considering what he had to meet 
and contend with that he made a suc­ 
cess of government control. 
At times and from certain quart­ 
ers there wore criticisms and com­ 
plaints, but this was natural and to 
be expected. 
It is very probable that if McAdoo 
had continued at the head of the rail­ 
roads the agitation as to the final 
disposition of the railroads would 
have remained dormant for some time 
but as it is his resignation has pre­ 
cipitated a flood of suggestions and 
inquiries from a1) sections 
of 
the 
nation. 
There is no question but what the 
“railroad question” is going to cause 
a bitter contest in the United States 
in the very near future. 
One aide will be those who believe 
in the government ownership of pub­ 
lic utilities. 
On the other side will 
br those who believe in perpetua­ 
ting the individualistic system and 
the battle will -be bitterly fought by 
both sides. 
It is safe to assume that organized 
labor will be for government owner­ 
ship, and that “big business” will be 
for the return of the railroads to in­ 
dividual owners. 
That leaves the “great middle class” 
thesmall merchant, the lawyer, the 
doctor and the farm er as the deciding 
lement. 
How the majority of this class will 
mo-up is the great unknown quan- 
ity. 
Much depends upon how this ques- 
ion is decided.

None of these is a desirable conse­ 
quence from the standpoint of socie­ 
ty ’s welfare. 
The feeling of outrage 
which prompts the proposal to boy­ 
cott German industry, either formally 
and directly or indirectly by proscrib­ 
ing merchants who deal in German 
products, is not only natural, but cred­ 
itable. 
But we should be giving 
foolish vent to it by manifesting it in 
a way which would make ourselves 
and our allies the victims of our own 
frenzy.

The wonderful development of the 
West, the breaking of the wilderness, 
the redemption of the deserts, the es­ 
tablishment of countless prosperous 
farm homes, the building of .schools 
and churches and cities throughout 
that great section during the last half 
century has been largely due to the 
enterprise and foresight of the rail­ 
roads. 
But for the railroads and railroad 
enterprise and incentive 
the 
great 
mountain ranges of the W'est w’ould 
today be barriers against civilization. 
The railroads have been liberal con­ 
tributors to the development of the 
South—a development that is still far 
from complete. 
A concrete illustration of the im­ 
portance of the railroads part in the 
development of the south 
and

Southeast was laid before the South­ 
ern Land Congress, which met in 
Savannah recently, by Mr. S. Davies 
Warfield, head of the Seaboard, Air 
Line Railroad and of the 
Southern 
Settlement and Development Organi­ 
zation, in behalf of which he address­ 
ed the congress. 
This great organization,
